To understand how Eduard 
Benes must have felt when he 
made his speech appropriate to 
the ceremony of swearing in a 
dozen Communist Ministers in 
Gottwald's new Czech Cabinet, 
it is necessary to go back 4o 
years. 

It was in 1908 that Benes, 
then 24, commenced his struggle 
to free the Czechs and the 
Slovaks from the iron fist of the 
Hapsburgs. In those carly years, 
his main task. was the study of 
demberacy, and the*cultivation of 
the friendship of the democratic 
leaders of France. He learned, 
tuo, something of underground 
tecliniques, though one might be 
tempted to observe, in the light 
of the events of the past‘ fort- 
night, not enough, 

It was Benes who approached 
Masaryk, in the autumn of 1914, 
to unfold the bold plan for 
Czechoslavakia which the out- 
break of war had rendered less 
visionary. It was Benes, also, 
who performed the leg-work for 
Masaryk in and out of Prague, 
always at great personal risk, 
always oblivious to any danger 
except’ that’ which ‘might jeo- 
pardize his dream for a Czecho- 
slovakia. 

It was Benes and Masaryk, 
then, who, organized and directed 
the Czechoslovak = National
